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(54) Title of the Invention: Optical receptacle 
[Claims] 

[Claim 1] Optical receptacles that are used in an optical 
LAN system with FDDI standards and correspond to various 
types of optical connectors which are defined by the 
standards to include key grooves having different shapes 
from each other and in which projecting key structures 
having the relative shape to the key grooves are provided 
to project inside, 

wherein the key structure and a supporting body for 
fixing the key structure inside the main body of the 
receptacle are incorporated, and the supporting body is 
constituted so as to be detachable with respect to the 
main body of the receptacle. 

[Claim 2] The optical receptacle according to claim 1, 

wherein a portion of the key chip is constituted so 
as to be viewed from the surface of the optical receptacle 
and, on the portion viewable from the surface, an 
indicator is provided to indicate the type of optical 
connector corresponding to the optical receptacle. 
[Claim 3] The optical receptacle according to claim 1 or 
2, 

wherein the key chip is colored by a unique color to 
each type of corresponding optical connector.
